Indications continue to pile up that, in-»o-far a * 
the race for attorney general is concerned, Judge 
Tilomas W. Wert, of Albany-Decatur, is safely “in.” 
The local candidate, and his 'friends over the 
state, however, will take no chance on there being 
any last minute change, and Judge Wert’s campaign 
will be continued up tó the primary on August 1 0 . 
Under a two column picture of Judge Wert 111 
Tuesday’s edition, the Montgomery Times says of 
Judge Wert: “You are now looking at Thomas Wert, 
prominent North Alabama attorney, who is a can­ 
didate for attorney-general of Alabama to succeed 
Harwell G. Davis. 
Mr. Wert it one of Alabama’s 
outstanding lawyers and possesses a broad 
ac­ 
quaintance throughout the state which is proving 
of value to him in his race.” 
The Times is emminently correct. Judge Thomas 
W. Wert’s friends in all parts of the state 
are 
working for him actively, for they realize that men 
of his calibre in public life are all loo few. 
Judge Wert made probably one of the best rec­ 
ords as a presiding judge known to the legal an­ 
nals of Alabama, when he was judge of the Mor­ 
gan (íounty law and equity court. The fame which 
came to him then still lingers. 
Following his aer- 
tiremenfc from the bench, he volunteered hi3 ser­ 
vices to his country during those dark days of 
1917.. That his record as a member of the Amer­ 
ican Expeditionary Force was brilliant was no sur­ 
prise to those who knew him best.
